But the fact of a compulsory set-age 
|of retirement has implications for 
| society as well as the individual, not 
| least of which is that it can rob society 
of some of its ablest workers while they 
are still in full mental vigor. ; 

History and contemporary life are 
| full of illustrations of men whose abili- 
ties were not lessened. after 65, Goethe 
wrote the best part of “Faust” when he 
was over 80. Chancellor Adenauer is an 
active octogenarian, and Lord Beveridge 
himself is still active in his 80s. Would 
history have been richer if Winston 
Churchill had retired at 65? The dean 
of a law school in California’ has re- 
ecruited an entire faculty of men who 
were retired by_other institutions at age 
65, and he claims it-is the best faculty 
his institution has ever had.
